The relation between the number of individuals and the number of species 
in a random sample of Insects. 


[ Abstract. | 


There appears to be a comparatively simple relation between the number 
of individuals per species, and the number of species with that number of 
individuals, in any random sample of a mixed population of insects in the 
field. It is probable also that the relation may hold for other animals. 

Dr. A. S. Corbet will discuss the relationships as seen in his collection of 
butterflies from Malaya. 

Dr. C. B. Williams will discuss particularly the results found in his captures 
of macrolepidoptera in a light-trap in Harpenden, England. 
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Dr. R. A. Fisher, F.R.S. (a visitor), will discuss the general problem and 
particularly the mathematical questions involved.
